starting  Wednesday,  transfers  will  be  permitted  be- 
tween the  Blue  Line  Transit  System  and  the  B.C.  Electric 
Company’s  transportation  system.

Confirming  the  announcement 
last  night,  W.  C.  Malnwarlng 
B.CJlJi.  vice-prealdenl.  said  that 
the  arrmnienient  was  worked  out 
on  a temporary  basis  after  two 
weeka  of  negotatlons  among  of- 
ficials of  the  company.  Mayor 
Percy  E.  George  and  Aid.  Diggon. 

Conditions  governing  the  trans- 
fers follow: 

I.  All  B.CJIJt.  pasaengen  will  be 
permitted  to  tranafer  on  to  any 
Blue  Line  route. 

7.  The  tl  B.C£Jl.  weekly  paas 
Will  be  accepted  on  both  B>’stecns. 

5.  No  trwnafen  will  be  permitted 
to  the  B.C.E.R,  aystem  by  those 
bolding  the  Blue  Line  SO-cent 
weekly  pasa.

6.  There  will  be  no  change  in  the 
present  fare  atruclure.

.Merited  Recognition 

Thera  will  be  general  approval  of  the 
award  to  be  given  to  members  of  the  British 
Columbia  Police  for  continuous  and  praise- 
worthy service.  Without  blame  to  any.  it 
may  be  said  to  be  overdue;  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  faithful  performance  of  duly  under 
varied  circumstances,  on  occasion  not  without 
personal  hazard  and  difficulty.  It  has  long 
been  customary  for  uniformed  forces  to  wear 
decorations  testifying  to  continuous  goexi 
service,  and  the  creation  of  a Long  Service 
and  Good  Conduct  Medal  for  members  of  the 
Provincial  Police  puls  this  civilian  arm  on  a 
level  with  the  military  forces  of  Canada, 
which  in  its  own  way  it  serves  with  equal 
devotion 

In  striking  this  first  Provincial  medal  for 
official  wear  the  Government  pays  tribute  to 
a body  of  men  whose  worth  had  long  been 
recognized.  I'his  province  W fortunate  in 
Its  Provincial,  law  enforcement  officers.  The 
British  Columbia  Police  is  the  oldest  terri- 
torial police  force  in  North  America.  Its 
efficiency  and  integrity  have  been  tested  and 
proved  beyond  doubt  on  numerous  occasions. 
Its  development  has  paralleled  (hr  growth 
of  the  province,  and  kept  pace  with  ever-io- 
creasing  demands  for  its  services.  It  has  been 
a watchful  guardian  of  the  public  interest, 
whether  in  (he  backwoods  of  (he  forest,  the 
waste  lands  of  the  North,  or  the  congested 
areas  of  comparatively  large  cities.

Knowing  Canada 

Travel.  like  musk,  is  an  universal  medium, 
of  absorption,  if  not  of  expression  That 
fact  was  brought  home  to  a Victoria  audience 
yesterday  in  a quietly  effective  talk  by  Mr. 
Robert  Stead,  sujxrintendent  of  information 
on  Canadian  National  Parks,  and  a Canadian 
author  in  hia  own  right.  Mr.  Stead  made 
three  points  of  distinction  in  his  remarks: 
that  the  world  could  know  the  friendliness 
and  trust  that  Canada  and  the  United  States 
had  grown  into  through  travel:  that  Ca- 
nadians ought  to  know  (heir  own  country 
better  thart  (hey  do;  and  that  Canada  gen- 
erally should  pay  a good  deal  more  attention 
to  what  it  has  to  <)ffer  visitors  than  it  has 
done  in  the  past 

As  one  who  has  (ravelled  extensively  in 
Canada.  Mr.  Stead  was  in  some  position  to 
point  out  that  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done 
for  the  tourists  Clean,  well-painted  sur- 
roundings. sound  accommodation  and  good 
food  at  reasonable  prices,  and  courtesy,  all 
go  into  the  impressions  which  visitors  carry 
away  with  them,  and  upon  which  they  base 
their  decision  to  return  or  not  to  do  so.  His 
illustration  of  (he  "dead"  buildings  which 
are  never  removed  from  the  roadside  serves 
as  a reminder  that  there  are  some  such  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  He  cited  the  down  at  heel 
appearance  of  some  communities  which  had 
gone  for  six  years  without  painting,  and  the 
little  carelessnesses  which  undo  an  otherwise 
enlightened  attitude  towards  tourist  travel.

Mr  Stead  took  the 
long-range  view  He  held  that  even  as 
Canada  and  the  United  States  had  come  to 
know  and  to  respect  each  other  from  the 
close  associations  formed  by  travel,  nations  of 
the  world  would  one  day  grow  into  that  firm 
understanding  which  leads  to  mutual  good 
will  and  respect  On  all  counts  it  was  a very 
timely  topic.

KNOWLEIKie  IS  POWER 

Not  quite  four  hundred  years  ago 
there  was  bom  to  London  a boy 
deatlned  to  become  one  of  the  moat 
profound  of  modem  philosophers,  a 
Jurist,  scholar  and  scientist  whose 
writings  were  to  be  fonts  of  ethical 
values,  rich  Judgment  and  the  re- 
duction to  simple  terms  ot  the  most 
complicated  problems  of  personal 
life.  Ris  name  was  Francis  Ba^ion. 

Bacon  was  born  mto  a good  family. 
He  received  the  best  education.  At 
the  age  of  33  he  entered  PmrUametii. 
a few  years  later  was  knighted,  and 
soon  received  appointment  to  a suc- 
cession of  exalted  poaltlons,  cul- 
minating with  the  ofBce  of  Lord 
Chancellor,  which  U equivalent  in 
rank  and  honor  to  the  chief  Justice- 
ship of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court 

Then  occurred  one  of  those  extra- 
ordinary and  InexpUcable  reversals 
which  make  human  character  seem 
so  unpredictable.  Francis  Bacon, 


■ talented,  sought  after,  enjoying 
1 authority.  luIUuuicr,  wexiLU  and 
reputalioo.  who  ail  his  life  had  prac- 
tised wtiat  he  had  written:  “1  wax 
. UUed  lor  nothing  ao  w'cU  as  for 
, the  study  of  truth.  I thouglit  my 
I nature  had  a kind  ot  familiar  rela- 
tion with  truth.”  Francis  Bacon 
' cOMresaed  to  tfie  cliar^  of  cc^p- 
tlon.  venality  as  a Judge. 

^ Shortly  before  Bacon  reached  the 
Pinnacle  of  'his  career,  he  had  com- 
pleted one  of  his  moax  otiebraled 
works.  “Novum  Organum.”  In  It 
lie  had  written: 

“Knowkdge  and  human  power  are 
synonymous,  since  Uie  IgnoraiKC  of 
the  cause  frustrates  Uie  efTect.” 

This  was  immediately  paraphrased 
Into  the  traditional  English  aphor- 
ism: “Knowledge  U power.”  Perhaps 
it  was  inspired  by  the  Scriptural 
passage  in  Proverbs  xxlv,  S: 

”A  wise  man  is  strong,  yea.  a man 
of  knowledge  Increase  Hi  atrength.” 
It  was  not  lack  of  knowledge 
which  found  Bacon  aranting  In  the 
power  to  resist  temptation,  for  the 
InlellectuaJ  power  of  the  knowledge  1 
which  he  exalted  In  the  saying  whlcli '

From  England 

sir  Oodfrey  Ince.  permanent  sec* 
relary  to  Britain's  Ministry  of  Labor, 
paid  a brief  visit  to  Victoria  yeater- 
day. 

'Toumg  Canada  at  the  InvlLaUon 
of  the  Federal  Department  of  Labor 
to  exchange  ideas  with  leaders  of 
Industry  and  organized  labor,  he 
paid  calls  yesterday  morning  on 
Premier  John  Hart  and  Labor  Min- 
ister O.  8.  Pearson,  and  later  at- 
tended a luncheon  meeUng  of  Cab-  ! 
tnet  ministers  and  senior  Govern- 
ment offlclal*. 

A world  authority  on  labor-am- 
pler relaUons.  Sir  Oodfrey  was 
Bmaln's  director-general  of  man- 
power in  the  difficult  demoblllzaUon 
period. 

He  said  there  was  a difference  be- 
tween Britain's  and  Canada's  labor 
problems;  but  It  was  a difference 
solely  of  experience.  Britain’s  con- 
stitutional machinery  for  dealing 
with  Industrial  disputes  was  older, 
and  Britain’s  trade  unions,  some  of 
them  over  100  years  old,  had  a deep 
sense  of  rsaponslblUty. 

The  over-all  labor  picture  tn 
Britain  is  far  better  now  than  it  was 
after  the  Orest  War,  Sir  Oodfrey 
aald.  Labor  troubles  had  dwindled 
to  occasional  “wild  cat”  strlkea  un- 
authorized by  the  striker's  own 
unions,  and  caused  generally  by 
fatigue  or  Impatience.

Before  concrete  for  the  footings 
and  columns  U poured  all  the  rein- 
forcing steel  has  to  be  erected,  Aid.
